President-elect Eisenhower desig- 
nated Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
dr. today to head the “United 
States mission to the United Na- 
tions. Lodge, 50 years old, will 
succeed Ambassador Warren R. 
Austin, who.is 75 years. old and 
has said he wishes to retire: 
« John Foster Dulles, the desig- 
mated Secretary of State, said in 
announcing the appointment for 
Eisenhower that Lodge would be 
“one of the administration’s prin- 
cipal advisers and representatives 
, in the formulation and conduct of 
foreign policy.” 

Lodge, one of the o back- 
€rs of Eisenhower for the Repub- 
lican presidential seninetion. 
myst be confirmed by the Senate 
before he takes the $25,000-a-year 
post. He would be the perma- 
nent United States representative 
to the U.N. and this country’s 
representative in the Security 
Council. 

By one of ‘history's irgnies, 
Lodge is the grandson of the Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge whom 
advocates of the League of Na- 
tions in 1919 held most respon- 
sible for this country’s failure to 
join the League. The grandfather 
bitterly opposed that v é in 
international ¢o-operation. The 
grandson is known as a strong 
internationalist.

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 29 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII today named 24 
new cardinals, including one from 
the United States, to restore the 
Sacred College of Cardinals of 
the Roman Catholic Church to its 
full strength of 70, 

The new prince of the church 
named from the United States is 
Msgr. James Francis McIntyre, 
archbishop of Los Angeles. He is 
the first to be elevated to the 
College of Cardinals from the 
American Far West and the sec- 
ond from west of the Mississippi 
river, the first having been the 


late Cardinal John Joseph Glen- 
non of St. Louis. 

Two archbishops in Communist 
nations were made cardinals in 
the long-awaited action. These 
were Archbishop Aloysius Stepi- 
nac of Zagreb, freed from a Yu- 
goslav prison last December but 
still restricted to his native vil- 
lage of Krasic, and Archbishop 
tefan Wyszynski of Warsaw, pri- 
ate of predominately Catholic 
Poland.

John F. Stephenson, superin- 
tendent of outgoing mails at the 
United. States Post Office here, 
has resigned effective today rath- 
ér than accept a demotion or- 
dered because he had borrowed 
money from subordinate em- 
ployes, <A. F, Burt, assistant 
postal inspector in charge, said 
yesterday. 

Burt said Postmaster Bernard 
F, Dickmann received an order 
from the Post Office Department 
in Washington Friday, requiring 
Stephenson’s reduction from his 
$6670 post to status of postal 
clerk. A clerk’s salary ranges to 
a top of $4370. 

The reduction was ordered, 
Burt said, following an investiga- 
tion which disclosed that Stephen- 
son had borrowed about $6000 
five years ago from employes 
working under his supervision. 

Burt said the money apparently 
was used in connection with a 
proposed recreational retreat for 
postal employes in Jefferson 
county. He said a down payment 
was made on the 200-acre prop- 
erty, but the venture had not 
prospered.

Ineptitude in gathering evi- 
dence by officers not properly 
trained in the techniques of 
scientific homicide detective 
methods. 


Insufficient use of the police 
crime laboratery in the verifi- 
cation and presentation of evi- 
dence. 

Poor co-operation between 
the police department and the 
circuit attorney in gathering 
and preparing evidence for 
trial. 


Slipshod methods in the serv- 
ing of subpenas by the sheriff, 
with resultant delays in prose- 
cution. 

Tendency of police, on ob- 
taining a confession, to aban- 


port of the grand jury will be 
most valuable and we appreciate 
the efforts of the men and women 
who composed it. We believe 
that they desired to be construc- 
tive and we shall study and act 
on the report accordingly. 

“With reference to the Ran- 
,dazzo case, we intend to push 
this investigation until: every 
possible bit of evidence has been 
gathered. 

“We will not tolerate police 
brutality. Nor can we allow any 
of our officers’ to be hampered 
or framed in their enforcement of 
the law, We are also checking 
into other phases of individual 
police officers’ activity.

* He can be counted upon not only to mili- 
tantly implement the policies ofthe AFL, 
which .are customarily shaped by its execu- 
tive council, but to be a potent policy maker 
behind the scenes. 

As a young man it took him five years to 
graduate from a plumber’s helper to a full- 
fledged journeyman. In maturity he served 
a 12-year apprenticeship as secretary-treas- 
Urer of the AFL before unanimous selection 
* by the executive council to succeed the late 
William Green, who had been president for 
28 years. 


Both apprenticeships have stood him in 
good stead. Never has he lost the practical 
approach of a plumber who must fix a leak 
without recourse to a text book. No labor 
leader is better versed in the intricacies of 
AFL politics and the balances of power 
within an organization composed of unions 
jealously guarding their autonomy. 

For the past several years he has virtually 
administered the affairs of the AFL, as the 
elderly Green steadily declined in health and 
even before that tine his wide contacts 
throughout the federation made it a saying 
around headquarters that if someone wanted 
something to be done the thing to do was 
to “see George.”

MEANY FACES FACTS as he finds them. 
His forthrightness is bound to sweep away 
e Some of the mental cobwebs surrounding the 
AFL hierarchy. 

No respecter of personages where realities 
are concerned, Meany exploded a bombshell 
at a White House conference last year short- 
ly after the AFL had withdrawn.from the 
United Labor Policy Committee primarily be- 
cause it was felt labor was getting the run- 
around from various government defense of- 
ficials. 

President Truman, dismayed pébinrise the 
committee was automatically disbanded, 
called its members to the White House, in- 
cluding Green, Meany, the late Philip Mur- 
ray, president -of the CiO, Walter Reuther, 
head of the CIO auto workers, and other 
labor representatives. 

The President, the Post-Dispatch was told, 
addressed the group in general mollifying 
terms expressing himself as labor's good | 
friend and voicing confidence that all diffi-' 
culties would be ironed out. 

Most of the inembers of the labor delega- 
tion murmured polite phrases. 

But Meany spoke up. 

“That will not do,” he said. .He ‘then 
proceeded to tell President Truman in 
blunt and specific terms of incidents 
which caused the committee to break up. 


As the conferees left the White House, one 


of the CIO men, no slouch at plain speaking: 


himself, observed: 

“Boy, I never saw anybody speak up to the 
President of the United States with more 
courage.” 

Meany routed the redoubtable John L. 
Lewis, head of the United Mine Workers, at 
the 1947 AFL convention. In his best belli- 
cose manner Lewis attempted to persuade 
the federation to ighore the non-Communist 
affidavit requirement of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Meany favored meeting the requirements of 
the law, and replied in a dramatic speech 
which turned the tide in the tense conven- 
tion. After Meany’s speech Lewis and his 
miners’ - delegation stalked from the hall. 
Later Lewis withdrew from the federation. 


_ Meany risked breaking up the 1951 Mex- 
ico City conference of the anti-Communist 
International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions rather than assent to the seating of 
a delegation from the Argentine Confed- 
eration of Labor, dominated by the Argen- 
tine dictator, Peron. Unmoved by pressure, 
even from the United States embassy in 
Mexice City, Meany spearheaded a deter- 
mination of the American delegation te 
walk out if.Peronist influences were to be 
allowed to sabotage a meeting designed to 
promote democracy. The Argentine dele- 

gation was not seated, 


demonstrated ‘that he will be able to give 
a more clear cut definition of policies than 
has been the case for many years. His 
personal influence within the council is 
such that he may be more nearly a policy 
maker than any AFL head since its first 
president, the late Samuel Gompers. 

Except for one year, in 1894, Gompers was 
president from formation of the AFL in 
1881 until his death in 1924, when he was 
succeeded by Green. Jolin McBride, a miner, 
was president in 1894. Meany thus becomes 
the AFL’s fourth head. 

Commenting to the writer several months 
ago on the autonomous nature of the AFL 
structure, Meany remarked: 

“Sam Gompers used to say it was like a 
rope of sand but in the long run stronger 
than the strongest chains.” 3 

Within the council, as Secretary-Treasurer, 
he has consistently fought racial and re- 
ligious intolerance and has been largely re- 
sponsible for the gradual elimination of “Jim 


eration. 

In general his diplomatic formula is to 
clear the’air by telling the th. At last 
August’s pre-convention executive council 
meeting, for-instance, he decried published 
reports in some quarters that the AFL was 
engaged in an over-all campaign to purge 
racketeers, which still plague some of its 
member unions. : 

Pointing out that an AFL committee was 
concerned with blocking issuance of charters 
to disreputable persons rather than an inves- 
tigation of racketeering in some established 
locals, he said: -, 

“We deal in a relatively specialized field. 


We are going.‘to do what we van ‘te stop 
issuing to ‘strangers’ in the labor 
movenient; but it is a tremendous field.” 

The current anti-racketeering approach, 
however, may be the forerunner of an ulti- 
mate broader. attack on those who have 
brought disrepute to segments of the ‘labor 
movement. Changing times and changes in 
leadership in various unions will contribute 
to such a policy, 

‘No radical. or overnight changes may be 
anticipated in the ‘official policy of the AFL 
but a face lifting job is underway. The 
trend of future events may be first indicated 
when Meany presides at the hext executive 
council meeting in Miami next Feb: 2. He 
will conduct his first convention in St. Louis 
next September. It is regarded as a foregone 
conclusion that the convention will re-elect 
him president. Between sessions of the coun- 
cil he administers affairs of the AFL.

The organization of free-world trade unions 
was formed at a later date and the ‘AFL has 
participated, with Meany's full blessing. 

During the war he served on the National

formula which he contended froze wages af 
inequitable levels. In recent years he has

Says End.of All Barriers to 


| Free Trade Should Be Our 


Ultimate Objective.

This is significant for several reasons, A 
gradual lowering of tariff rates has taken 
place under the reciprocal trade agreements 
program. Authority of the President to 
lower tariffs under this program expires 


next June 12, unless: it is renewed by the 


Republican Eighty-third Congress. 

The. Republican party has, in the past, 
been the party of high tariffs. Nor has the 
American business community—a loose term 
which includes particularly the managers of 
large industrial enterprises—been conspicu- 
ous for its espousal of lower tariffs. 


When a Republican government assumes 
power next Jan. 20 the American business 
community can be expected to have more 
influence in our national life than at any 
time for the last 20 years. How that in- 
fluence is used to promote or suppress 
world trade is of immense importance not 
only to the American people, but also to 
the people of nations all over the world 
allied with the United tes in the cre- 
ation of a free world community capable 
of containing Communist Russian expan- 
sionism and perhaps of pushing back the 
area of Soviet influence. 

There is general agreement that fur- 
ther restrictions on world trade can weak- 
en the free world community; on the other 
hand, increased world trade may serve to . 
strengthen the economic life of nations 
opposed to Communist expansion. 


The difficulty. in the past, however, has 
not. been failure to obtain general agreement 
on this issue-—but the fact that spécific busi- 
ness interests have used influence in Con- 
gress to obtain specific tariff benefits. Such 
benefits to individual business and industrial 


enterprises add ‘up to considerable restric- | 


tions on the free flow of world trade. 

_ Whether recent pronouncements. on the 
subject mean a real reversal. of that trend 
remains to be seen. 

Increased world trade—and some atknowl- 
edgement of what that entails—has been 
advocated in recent days by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, by Winthrop W. 
Aldrich, chairman of the Chase National 
Bank in New York, and by the Detroit Board 
of Commerce. These three persons and 
groups have not advocated free trade with 
the same degree of frankness. The Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers has been 
most careful not to irritate members who 
have individual tariff benefits they wish to 
guard. The Detroit Board of Commerce re- 
port, on the other hand, is’a remarkable 
statement of the benefits of free world 
trade—and of the adjustments necessary to 
achieve it. The Aldrich statement stands 
somewhere between the other two.

“World trade is a two-way street. We 
cannot forever continue to sell, if we re- 
fuse to buy; nor is it wise to continue to 
give away the products of this nation, raw 
materials and resources, while refusing to 
accept payment in kind from abroad. This. 
will serve only to impoverish our peoples, 
lower our standard of living, and deplete 
our natural resources.” — 

The Detroit report touches on the desir- 
ability of replacing direct aid to our Euro- 
pean allies with a greater opportunity for 
those allies to become self-supporting by 
increased trade, including notably increased 
trade with the United States. Most of the 
Detroit report argument for free trade, how- 
ever, is addressed to the self-interest of the 
United States. 

. “Modern. industrialization,” says the . re- 
port, “with the development of mass produc- 
tion methods such as in the automotive in- 
dustry created the need for mass consump- 
tion iba mass markets. A decline in the 
consumption or a limitation of the market 


sultant economic stagnation creates a tre- 
mendous burden for city, state and federal 
governments. ‘Both agricultural and indus- 
trial interests suffer.” 

Foreign trade, continues the Detroit re- 
port, can help prevent depressions. 

“Though our exports may represent only 
about 10-per cent of production, that 10 
per cent may often be the difference be- 
tween profit and loss. It may represent an 
increased volum® of production making pos- 
sible a lower per unit cost. It affords sta- 
bility to manufacturers and labor by miti- 
gating the effects of slack periods in the 
domestic market.” 

Furthermore, the Detroit report states, the 
argument that increased imports of goods 
produced by “cheap foreign labor,” will de- 
press the wages of American labor, simply 
doesn’t stand up. 

“Foreign labor is not cheap! Produc- 
tivity as well as wages determines the 
value of labor. The employes of Detroit 
industries, as a result of the heavy invest- 
ment in equipment, tools and machinery 
and improved techniques ‘ production, 
are competitive with other labor groups 
throughout the world. 

“On the other hand, the undue produc- 
tion of noncompetitive Iabor in other do- 
mestic industries results in a lower stand- 
ard of living and the limitation of mar- 
kets to the detriment of more economic in- 
dustries.”

The answer, the Detroit report states, is 
simply a radical revision downward of Amer- 
ican tariffs, Our _ Present tariff law, the 
report declares, is “a result of a depression 
psychology and a fear of foreign competi- 
tion. It was a philosophical hold-pver of 
our traditional policies as a debtor nation. 

“The United States is now the greatest 
creditor nation in the world and has been 
forced to assume world leadership in the 
realms of both international affairs and eco- 
nomies. The tariff law of 1930 is incongru- 
ous with the current economic and interna- 
tional position of this nation...” 

Recognizing that it will be difficult to 
make a radical change in the American tar- 
iff policy, it is suggested that a commission 
be appointed to study the problem from all 
aspects—but that in any event tariffs be 
lowered — “leadings toward the eventual 
elimination of all tariff barriers in the Unit- 
ed States and the world.” .

When Gen. Eisenhower jokingly asked Dr. 
Ralph Bunche why the United States Govern- 
ment let him slip away to the United Nations 
secretariat, he placed his finger, unconsciously 
perhaps, on one area where continued progress 
is possible. The President-elect may have been 
unaware that Dr. Bunche turned down a State 
Department post because he did not wish his 
children to grow up amidst the racial segrega- 
tion of the. nation’s capital. Gen. Eisenhower 
himself attacked segregation in Washington dur- 
ing the campaign,.and by implication promised 
to move against it if elected. He can do so if he 
will. 


Not even a President can banish discrimina- 
tion by fiat. There .are limits to what the White

steady progress toward eliminating discrimina- 
tion throughout the Government and wherever 
possible in the capital city, advances can be 
made. An attitude of indifference or of hesita- 
tion may kill the chance of them,

Gen. Eisenhower has expressed himself against 
a compulsory fair employment practices law at 
the federal level, but this should not exclude 
the possibility of Administration support for 
furthering the cause of nondiscriminatory em- 
ployment by education and persuasion. 


A “voluntary” employment law would, of 
course, fly in the face of state experience which 
has shown that, by and large,. toothless laws 
in this field are less successful than those carry- 
ing enforcement provisions. Dr. Monroe Berger 
of Princeton University recently reported this 
conclusion in a study of state laws which he 
made for a Senate Labor subcommittee. Never- 
theless, a federal law without enforcement pro- 
visions would undoubtedly be better than none. 


Finally, it might be possible for the new Ad- 
ministration to make important progress in re- 
laxing the Senate’s filibuster rule, the point at 
which civil rights legislation has always foun- 
dered in the past. During the campaign Senator 
Lodge argued that a Republican Senate stood 
a better cMance of doing something about the 
filibuster than a Democratic Senate. 


_ If the G.O.P. were given power, he said, “I 
can guarantee we will get an anti-filibuster bill 
out of committee and on the calendar within a 
month. I can guarantee it will get action.”

Unfortunately Senator Lodge himself will not 
be head of the Rules Committee, as he would 
have been had he won re-election. Senator Jen- 
ner of Indiana will occupy that post instead. 


This may increase the difficulties, but Gen. 
Eisenhower is quoted by Mr. White.as saying 
that he would make known to the Senate his 
own opposition to the filibuster.

Throughout this: whole area of civil rights, 
much depends on the viewpoint consistently 
expressed at the top.

years and is still growing. 

Generally, world population, 
more than doubled in the last 100 
years, poses the highest hurdle 
to land reform. There is not 
enough land for all who need it. 

Progress in Japan. 

In Japan, where war and for- 
eign occupation altered the con- 
cept of a god-emperor, land re- 
form has made big strides. 

In. Italy, kingless for the first 
time since it became a modern, 
united nation, land reform is a 
major issue, prompted partly by 
Communist threat. 

In India, independent after 
centuries of foreign rule, land re- 
form is also a major program ang 
problem. 

" Mexico’s land reform, begun in 
1910, is one of the best and is 
largely responsible for that coun- 
try’s comparative prosperity. 

Communist China has taken 
steps toward land reform, but, 
like Russia and its satellites, in 
the direction of collectives and 
state control. 

Billions are being spent in land 
reform, described by India’s 
delegates to an FAO conference 
here as “fundamental to the 
democratic future of the world.” 

_Some of the problems that must 
be solved include uneconomic size 
of land distributions, insecurity of 
tenure, high taxes, perpetual in- 
debtedness, lack of clear titles, 
lack of water, and opposition, 


) lived like serfs. ; 

In seven ycars the government 
has purchased and allocated about 
4,560,000 acres to tenant farmers 
at nominal prices. Landowners’ 
~esistance was negligible. Millions 
of new landowners were jubilant. 
The land distribution is 30 per 
cent of all of Japan’s arable acre- 
age. 

Chief criticism is that the pro- 
gram is “impoverishing” Japanese 
farms. Critics say the average 
farm has been cut from 2.45 acres 
in 1940 to 1.79 in 1950. These 


same critics say Japan should have 


aimed at more -industrialization 
after the war. 

Egypt—Maj. Gen. Hohammed 
Naguib’s “revolutionary cabinet,” 
as he called it, has limited owner- 
ship of arable land to 200 acres. 
Naguib said this has uprooted 
“for good” the feudal system that 
has pressed heavily on the Egyp- 
tian masses since the time of the 
Ottoman empire. 

There are less than 6,000,000 
acres of cultivated land in Egypt, 
of which 1,175,000 are owned by 
2150 wealthy landlords, a substan- 
tial amount by the reyal family. 
Vast estates in Egypt stemmed 
partly from donations to feudal 
lords for loyalty and service to 
the Ottoman empire.

phase of rural transformation be- 
gun by Mohammed Aly Pasha in 


1841, when he canceled property 


rights of big landowners and re- 


distributed their land in small 
lots of five acres or less to the 
fellaheen. This effort was frit- 
tered away because the illiterate 


fellaheen soon found themselves 
back in debt to the old landlords. |

My only 
wish, in return, was to make them 
forget those bleak Korean hills 
even for a few minutes. I wanted 
to bring them back to the quiet 
New England sea, to the rolling 
plains of the West, to the roar of 
New York, to the peacefulness of 
the South. I wanted to bring 
them something of home. 

Those boys, they made me feel 
as if I had 3,600,000 sons all 
over the world. Yes, that’s the 
way they make you feel. They 
told me their troubles. No whin- 
ing, just straight-forward, down to 
earth. No mincing of words. 
Confident that something will be 
done, that the folks at home un- 
derstand their hardships, 


Naturally, rotation is their num- 


extra pair of socks or watery veg- 
etables. They not only listened. 
They did something about it., 


In the hospitals in Korea, I 
saw “nurses working round the 
clock. I watched them tend. the 
men with an efficiency and ten- 
derness that was something to 
marvel at. Their smiles never 
left their faces when: they are 
taking care of the wounded. 


I saw the tents and the little 
quonset huts they live in. Always 
a Woman’s touch, even in the 
range of the big guns: chintz 
hanging on the walls, wooden 
boxes covered with oilcloth. This 
is true wherever I saw our’ serv- 
ice women on duty, 


If they were to coin a slogan, 
it would probably read: “Don’t be 
a drab!” I think it’s that quality 
that gives them the ability to stay 
sO warm and so human under 
such stern conditions. 


Beyond Description. 


When I left the front, after 
living with these young men of 
ours, whose gallantry is so great, 
whose spirits are so high, I had 
only one thought; there is no sacri- 
fice too big for us at home to 
make for the men who are fight- 
ing for our-freedom in Korea.

Apparently Divisive Tactic. 

It seems hardly a coincidence 

that the violent display of anti-

the United States. The. Arabs still 
smoulder about their inability to 
cope with the infant but highly 
potent state of Israel which carved 
itself an important niche in a 
land surrounded by bitter ene- 
mies. 
Thus the anti-Zionist begins to 
look like just one more of the 
many divisive tactics of the Krem- 
lin. 
When the chips were down in 
question of 
whether President Klement Gott- 
wald or Rudolf Slansky would sur- 
vive as Moscow’s gauleiter there 
—it appeared that Moscow weighed 
the consequences carefully and 
decided quite cynically where the 
best advantage lay. 

By condoning this open attack 
on Zionism and the state of Israel, 
by fanning old prejudices and 
fears, Moscow seemed simply to 
be using once again its well 
known divide-and-conquer tactic. 

Sops to Fallen Nazis. 

By fostering the anti-Zionism, 
which is a.cousin to the anti- 
Semitism of Hitler, the Kremlin 
might figure to gain not only 
in the Middle East where the war 
of ideologies has sharpened con- 
siderably with each new eruption 
of blind nationalism, but also to 
gain in Europe. 

There are allies to be won in 
West Germany, for example, by 
such a policy, An ominous re- 
birth, in quite some strength, of 
the Nazi spirit in West Germany 


Many voices choked with emo- 
tion as delegates agreed to sup- 
port the draft resolution submitted 
jointly by Brazil and New Zea- 
land.

Then Dr. Jorge Fidel Duron of 
Honduras stated his surprise at 
the attempts of some delegations 
“to heap infamy on infamy, cruel- 
ty on cruelty.”

In Japan, Egypt, Haiti, Korea, 
Indonesia, Lebanon, Indochina, 
Ceylon, India, Bolivia, Colombia 
and Peru there is less than one 
arable acre per person.

Improvement Difficult. 

Especially in Egypt and India, 
fragmented—disconnected — hold- 
ings make land improvement ex- 
tremely difficult. To meet this 
problem, consolidation—combin- 
ing advantages of collective and 
individual farming — has been 
tried with some success in Jor- 
dan and Lebanon and in India 
through village co-operative so- 
cieties. Between 1921 and 1949 
the number of plots in the Pun- 
jab, Madhya Pradesh and Utter 
Pradesh was reduced from 4% 
million to 646,000 in this way. 

In Asia the uneconomic size of 
holdings, .. fragmentation, high 
rents and big debts plus dense 
population and primitive methods 
are the problem. 

In the Middle East the problem 

is chiefly maldistribution and in- 
security of tenure, high rent and 
debt. 
‘In South America a system of 
large estates reduces most of the 
rural population to the status of 
low-paid laborers. 

In Africa, farming methods 
are more dangerous for the land 
than for the population. A Unit- 
ed Nations land reform report 
states that the .chief need here 
is better use of land and preven- 
tion of soil erosion.

Formosa — Described by 
American experts and Chinese 
Nationalist officials as a step in 
the right direction, Formosa’s 
land reform began in April 1949, 
with a flat rent reduction to 37.5 
per cent of the main crop.

Breaking up of private holdings 
for sale to tenant farmers is set 
for next year, but Formosa’s prob- 
lem is the same as that for much 
of Asia—too little land, too many 
people. There are only 2,125,000 
arable acres for 530,000 farm fam- 
ilies—~an average of less than four 
acres a family. Only 38 per cent 
of the farm population. owns land 
and 25 per cent are part owners. 

Iran—The Shah set an example 
last year by dividing royal estates 
among peasants.

In August, Premier 
Mossadegh, acting under dicta- 
torial powers, decreed that land- 
lords must hand over 10 per cent 
of their profits in crops and cash

A Bold alle 
World Communism

N the opinion of Stringfellow 
Barr the foreign policy of the 
United States is a failure and 
for a simple reason. It doesn’t 
appeal to foreigners, Why this 
is the case and how the situ- 


ation might be changed for the 


better forms the substance of a 
book by Mr. Barr called “Citi- 
zens of the World.” The title 
indicates the direction of the 
author’s thinking as does the 
fact that he is president of the 
Foundation for World Govern- 
ment. It may be assumed, 
therefore, that the methods he 
suggests for altering the rela- 
tionship between the United 
States and the rest of the world 
is affected by his belief that a 
world government is a desirable 
goal for all humanity including 
Americans. 

Even so every American, re- 
gardiess of his own particular 
bias, would do well to examine 
Mr. Barr's diagnosis of our 
present troubled position in the 
world; for most of them, cer- 
tainly would admit that we are 
up to our necks in a “time of 
troubles.”

S he sees it, this nation 
A is committed largely to a 

program of force with little 
thought, energy or money de- 
voted to furthering any other 
possibility. We are engaged in 
building up our military 
strength for the purpose of 
“stopping Russia” and the 
spread of Communism; or, if 
that should fail, oZ defeating 
Communism in open warfare. 

It is a short-run plan at best 
for if it succeeds completely 
the United States will continue 
to face a world crisis; and if it 
should succeed at the cost of a 
third world war, the crisis 
will be immeasurably deepened, 
The reason for this, says Mr. 
Barr. in effect, is that the 
United States in concentrating 
on the crudest method of de- 
fending itself is actually de- 
fending the status quo and the 
status quo is what the -non- 
American world—Asia in par- 
ticular—is striving to escape. 
For the status quo, in the minds 
of nearly two billion peoples, 
is associated with poverty, 
famine, endemic disease and 
illiteracy.

The bulk of the 
money would come from the 
United States. And where would 
we get 10 billions a year? To 
this Mr. Barr says: “Where did 
we get the 90 billions for our 
present military machine; and 
where would we get*the un- 
counted billions to fight a third 
world war?” 

Plainly he believes that the 
United States faces two grand 
alternatives: to continue as we 
are going which means war, 
cold or hot, or both; or help 
divert the revolutionary fer- 
ment of the world into con- 
structive channels. 

Considering all the ramifica- 
tions of such a plan and what 
it would mean in the way of far 
flung and mammoth irrigation 
projects, medical and health 
missions, power sites, flood con- 
trol operations, schools, col- 
leges, the negotiations of trade 
agreements and international 
bank credits—one’s imagina- 
tion reels. Certainly most Amer- 
icans will be disposed to regard 
the proposal ag chimerical and 
utopian.

ET the stubborn facts of the 
Y woria outlook still remain. 

A purely military solution, 
whatever it may be, is not going 
to get us off the hook. Even if 
Russia collapses from internal 
combustion the conditions that 
invite an authoritarian dictator- 
ship and all its dehumanizing 
consequences will survive. 
Whether it’s labeled Commu- 
nism or something else will not 
matter. 

As Mr, Barr points out the 
underprivileged and starving 
peoples of the world are deter- 
mined to lift themselves out of 
their misery.

The Wild Hollywood Era

HE story of the birth and 
T development of the motion- 

picture industry and the 
rise of Hollywood as the world’s 
most glamorous city has been 
told many times, but never in 
fiction as completely and au- 
thentically as in “The Magic 
Lantern.” It began in the old 
studio at Fort Lee, N.J., across 
the river from New York, and 
in the crude one-reel shows, in 
empty stores, in the nickel- 
odeons that spread across the 
country; it was a curiosity often 
used: to sell patent medicines, 
No one took it seriously until a 
few pioneers moved to desert 
towns or to the Pacific coast 
in search of sunlight and an 
escape from the retailers who 
were strangling the infant en- 
terprise. When it was discov- 


ered that there might be a pub- . 


lic for two- or three-reel pic- 
tures, it began to grow up. The 
men who planted it in Holly- 
wood, who gambled with a few 
hundred dollars and turned 
them into a few thousands and 
then into millions, became the 
fabulous dispensers of a new 
kind of magic entertainment.

T is a tale that can only be 


told by a writer who is a skill- . 


ful novelist and an earnest 
explorer into the past, one who 
has spent many years in Holly- 
wood studios. Robert Carson has 
the requisite talent, industry 
and experience for that difficult 
task. His characters were hand- 
ed to him on a silver platter; 
but, since he was writing a 
novel, he had to invent a plot 
that would embrace the whole 
glorious: and complex venture 
from the nickelodeons to the 
vast studios in the West.

Young Ellis, who was plunged 
into the midst of the feverish 
scene before he was 20, had to 
learn all of the complex activi- 
ties that went on beneath the 
glass walls of the huge green- 
house converted into a studio. 
There he fell in love with a 
beautiful actress twice his age, 
who became one of the first 
great movie stars. When she 
matried Silversmith’s principal 
actor, Ellis came to realize that 
she was as coldblooded and 
avaricious as any of the men 
who were clawing their way up 
the golden ladder. He began 
to see clearly the destructive 
force of people like Silversmith, 
and, being essentially honest, 
he could not believe that when 


his father tried to destroy his’ 
‘old friend and partner in New 


York, he would not some day 
have to pay for it.

LWAYS in debt up to 
the hilt, the studio was 
always compounding its 
indebtedness by borrowing. 
A fabulows production of 
“Ivanhoe,” however, eventually 
grossed nine millions, and sud- 
denly everyone wanted more 
and more money. Actresses who 
were glad to get two hundred 
a week were demanding two 
thousand. From technicians to 
writers the gold rush was on. 
In his endless search for capi- 
tal Silversmith hypothecated 
the majority of his stock in the 
company and borrowed from a 
wealthy—and nasty—old man, 
whose beautiful, naive grand- 
daughter Ellis married. Soon 
after she died in childbirth the 
shadows began to fall on the 
brilliant future of Silversmith 
Studio. Creditors owning a ma- 
jority of the stock took the firm 
over and threw out the manage- 
mént. The same thing was hap- 
pening elsewhere in Hollywood; 
the end of a picturesque and 
wild era had come. But Ellis, 
who had learned the value of 
human relationships, might yet 
find a place for himself in the 
solid structure that would* be 
built on the ruined hopes of 
visionaries and gamblers.

STILLWATER, Okla., Nov. 29 
(UP)—Oklahoma’s talented touch- 
down makers kept relentless pres- 


sure on underdog Oklahoma 
A.&M. today to win 54 to 7 and 
hold their national scoring lead- 
ership of 40.7 points per game. 

Oklahoma Coach Bud Wilkin- 
son, with a successful season of 
eight wins, one tie and one de- 
feat assured, obviously wanted 
nothing but touchdowns today. 
His Split-T formation experts 
produced, with six Sooners shar- 
ing in the scoring. 

Twenty-five thousand chilled 
spectators. saw Halfback Billy 
Vessels, winner of the Heisman 
trophy as the nation’s outstand- 
ing player, run the Aggie defense 
ragged. Vessels romped for 112 
yards in 19 tries and scored twice. 

A.&M., losing for the 33rd time 
in the 47-game series, had a brief 
flicker of glory at the start. Aggie 
Safety Bill Bredde returned 
Oklahoma’s opening kickoff 98 
yards in a magnificent run net- 
ting A.&M.’s only score. 

Five minutes later, the Sooners’ 
unmerciful scoring spree began

Arlie Latham 
Dies; Baseball 
Star in 1800s 


GARDEN CITY, N.Y., Nov. 29 
(AP)—Arlie Latham, who broke 
into major league baseball in 
1879, died here today after a 
year’s illness. He was 92. 

Latham, baseball’s oldest major 
leaguer, played in the first world 
series game in 1885 with the St. 
Louis Browns. A third baseman, 
he also was a * member of the 
or ey Brown teams of 1886- 
87-88. : 

Born in West Labanon, N.H., 
Latham began playing ball at the 
age of 16 with a Stockton (Mass.) 
semi-pro club. Three years later 
he joined the Buffalo club in the 
old National League. 

Following his big league career 
Latham turned to umpiring, call- 
ing them for ten years in the 
South Atlantic League. 

In 1908, John McGraw called 
him to New York to catch for 
the Giants and his. horseplay 
soon endeared him to the fans. 
He would do cart-wheels down 
the third base line, in the tra- 
dition of Al Schacht and Nick 
Altrock. | 

After the first World War, La- 
tham spent 17 years in England 
as administrator - of baseball 
(equivalent to our commission- 
er). It was while there that he 
was called to Buckingham Palace 
to teach the late King George V 
to throw a baseball. 

Upon his return to this country 
he couldn’t stay away from the 
game. For 16 years, up to Octo- 
ber 1950, he served as press box 
custodian. in Yankee Stadium.

HE author of the above in- 

flammatory repartee leads a 

double life. Technically, you 
might even say he lives four lives. 
“Weekdays, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
he is James (Jimmy) W. Lumpp, 
advertising manager for the Union 
Electric Ce. Evenings and week- 
end he may be one of three dif- 
ferent men, When he was writing 
his novel “Island Ecstasy,” source 
of the foregoing dalliance, he was 
Amos Hatter. For his two other 
publishers he is Ben West or Del- 
mar Kingsland. 

Lumpp, the utility executive, 
could hardly be more sedate. Six 
feet two inches tall and thin as a 
ruler, he dresses neatly in plain 
bule and grays, small-figured ties, 
semi-stiff collars, and doesn’t own 
a single loud sports shirt. He is 
an Imogene Coca fan, a former 


- Republican precinct committee- 


man, indefatiguable worker for 
Brotherhood Week, the Commu- 
nity Chest and an ex-director of 
the West End Optimist club. 

He eats lunch daily at the same 
hotel with the same cronies, in- 


sists on escorting his 12-year-old 


daughter to dancing school and 
always. takes Gus, the family 
dachshund, for his bedtime prom- 
enade. By 11 p.m. Jimmy Lumpp 
is almost invariably in bed asleep. 

“He’s a softie,” says Virginia 
Lumpp, his wife. 

Messrs. Hatter, West and Kings- 
land, Lumpp’s literary egos, are 
cut of considerably more cosmo- 
politan cloth. Tirelessly, at the 
rate of ahout 50,000 words a 
month, this trio leads an ever- 
rotating regiment of characters 
through the tempests of passion- 
ate young love. Their heroes and 


“heroines‘may enjoy more fleeting 
popularity than Ernest Heming- 


way’s, but they, too, march brave- 

ly from clinch to clinch, If any- 

thing, they march faster and 

more efficiently —time being a 

pulp writer’s most implacable foe. 
* * * 

UMPP, like Hemingway, knows 
|, the thrill of being guaranteed 

an intial printing in the six 
figures for everything he writes, 
and one of his works, “Cross- 
roads of Desire,” is shortly com- 
ing out in French. 

He does‘ not, however, plan to 
grow a beard, move to Cuba and 
compose lyrical paragraphs extol- 
ing ale. He could «support his 
family with his writing even now 
and his New York agent has been 
suggesting that he devote full 
time to literary work. Lumpp, 
however, does not wish to aban- 
don the comfortable day-time rou- 
tine of his non-literary existence. 
He is satisfied with the assurance 
that he is probably America’s 
most prolific part-time creator of 
pulp. romance. 

“By contract I have to write 
52,000 words per book,” Lumpp 
explains. . “That boils down to 50 
hours of actual ‘working time or 
about 1000 words or four type- 
written pages an hour. I write 
three nights a week and all day 
Saturday. If Lrun behind, maybe 
four nights and a little bit Sun- 
day. I’ve been going at this rate 
for two years. and I can write 
faster if I have to.” 

Keeping up such a pace. de- 
mands heroic measures. Lumpp 
cannot, for instance, afford to get 
sick. He not only never has time 
to re-write anything, but he 
doesn’t even re-read his stuff. He 
types with one carbon-copy—luck- 
ily the Navy taught him touch- 
typing—and his wife pencils in 
corrections of spelling and punc- 
tuation on the copy. Lumpp then 
transcribes these quickly on the, 
original.

This has been going on ever 
since. A novel Lumpp named 
“Rings Around Rhea,” came out 
as “Loves of a Girl Wrestler.” 


“Libretto to a Lady,” became 
“Crossroads of Desire,” and “The 
Tender Swindle,” became “No 
Time for Sleep.” Even Lumpp’s 
“Island Fling,”’ would not do. It 
was published as “Untamed 
Woman.” 

Lumpp’s household is fully ad- 
justed to papa’s romancing by 
typewriter. Lumpp used to ride 
the bus to work, but in recent 
years he has taken the car d 
town to get back as promptly as 
possible to his seven-room apart- 
ment at 6837 Kingsbury boule- 
vard, University City. His wife 
has dinner waiting and promptly 
at p.m., on writing nights, 
Lumpp retires to his “office,” a 
spare room measuring about 6 by 
10 feet which he recently air- 
conditioned. 

Lumpp rolls some bond paper 
into his portable—he uses up a 
typewriter a year and buys paper 
at wholesale prices in lots of 1000 
sheets—and pounds away until 
9 p.m., give or take a few min- 
utes. He uses no aids except a 
dictionary and an extensive list of 
names he has used for characters 
in the past. This inventory helps 
him avoid duplication which, in 
view of the rate he adopts and 
discards characters, is pretty im- 
portant. He always grinds out 
enough to keep his wife perma- 
nently in arrears with her read- 
ing of manuscript.

M: LUMPP, who used to be 


a dancer at the old Garden 
Theater, helps in other ways. 


. Her friends have instructions to 


call during the day, if at all pos- 
sible, so that her husband’s cre- 
ative periods are jarred by a min- 
imum of telephone rings. She is 
also Lumpp’s literary wardrobe 
mistress and attends fashion 
shows to prescribe nothing but 
the latest modes for his heroines. 
And she does reseaérch’on any- 
thing from seventeenth century 
New Orleans to the time it takes 
for a plane carrying one of 
Lumpp’s characters to reach Flor- 
ida from New York. 

Mrs. Lumpp also monitors her 
hushand’s competitors. His writ- 
ing schedule leaves little time for 
reading* (though he tries to gulp 
down a dozen or so novels during 
his vacation), so Mama regularly 
checks the corner drug store for 
the newest works of the other 
boys. In the beginning she felt 
none too comfortable 
buying stacks of the little 35-cent

I 
don't have an outline, but I write 
400 or 500 words giving the 
characters and main background 
te submit to the publisher.

“The heroine has got to be a 
good girl,” he explains. “She 
might be wayward a little bit now 
and then. She might fall, but if 
she does she'll go through the 
agonies of the damned .and 
usually, plotwise, through one 
helluva lot of trouble for_it. In 
other words, she might have a 
weak moment or two, but she’s 
really pretty sensible. ~ Certainly 
she is going to remain sensible.” 


Lumpp’s love scenes, of which 
there must be two or three or 
more per volume, are rather mild 
by modern standards, he feels. In 
fact, just the other day an edi- 
tor sent back a manuscript de- 
manding that a love scene be 
souped up. Lumpp obliged by 
stretching out two paragraphs 
into two pages. 


If -there is a murder, it must 
be resolved and paid for, just as 
a Hollywood murder on celluloid. 
A villain may be killed off every 
so often, but the hero and hero- 


ine must be nursed along for the - 


inevitable final fade-out. 


No bad language is used except 
for the most sparing “hell” or 
“damn,” and naturally nobody 
ever commits suicide. All heroes 
must be young, handsome, virile, 
All heroines must be young, 
gorgeous, virile. 


Brutality of the Mickey 6pil- 
lane mold is unnecessary for 
romances, Lumpp finds. “I 
haven’t knocked teeth down any- 
body’s throat, but I’ve had ‘em 
beat up pretty bad,” he gays. 

There must be no preaching or 
crusading. ‘‘That’s where a lot of 
guys fall down,” says Lumpp. 
“They think they're springing a 
great thing on the world. Aec- 
tually, everything that’s being 
written has been written years 
ago by writers far more com- 
petent than I.” 

There must be no writing down 
to the audien Lumpp prides.

ory, hope; one looks 

backward, the other forward. 
Memory is history recorded in 
our brain, memory is a painter, 
it paints pictures of the past and 
of the day. 

I, Anna Mary Robertson, was 
born back in the green meadows 
and wild woods on a farm in 
Washington* County, N. Y., in 
1860, Sept. 7, of Scotch-Irish 
ancestry. 

Here I spent the first 12 years 
of my life with mother, father 
and sisters. and brothers. Those 
were my happy days, free from 
care or .worry, helping mother, 
rocking sister's cradle, taking 
sewing lessons .from mother, 
sporting with my brothers, mak- 
ing rafts to float over the mill 
pond, roaming the wild woods, 
gathering flowers and building 
air castles. 

I was one of a family of ten, 
my mother was one of eleven, my 
grandfather of fifteen, while my 
husband was one of a family of 
twelve children. 

I. was named in a casual man- 


Wer. a strange thing is mem- 


ner when I was a child, but: 


father didn't like it, My mother’s 
sisters were Anna and Mary, one 
wanted to call me Anna and one 
wanted to call me Mary, so they 
doubled the name. And mother 
said, “It would be all right if you 
call her Anna Mary, I do detest 
Anne.” ‘But 
father didn’t like the name, he 
always wanted me called Sarah 
after his sister, so I was called 
Sissy until I was about six years 
old. 

About that time, a man came 
into the yard one day and wanted 
to know what my name was, and 
what was my little ‘ brother's 
name. I said my name was Sissy 
and brother’s name was Bubby. 
So I didn’t know what a name 
meant up until that time. I told 
mother what this man had said, 
and she told me then.what my 
name was. 

You see, they didn’t pay much 
attention to the kids. But they 
thought a lot of their kids any- 
way, I don’t know but that they 
didn’t think more of them then 
than now. Mother didn’t go to 
bed that she didn’t go around to 
see that they were all sleeping 
and covered up, and father 
watched over us too. 

We were five boys and five 
girls at home. Lester was the 
oldest boy, then Horace, then I, 
and then Arthur. Probably mother 
lost some babies,*there is a va- 
cancy after Arthur. Then came 
Celestia, Miama, Ona and Joe, 
then there was a lull, then Sarah 
and Fred. 

We came in _ bunches, like 
radishes. I was older than all the 
sisters. Arthur and I were like 
chums till he died. We were about 
of the same size and not so far 
apart in age. We kind of went off 
by ourselves. Arthur and I would 
talk and sympathize with each 
other.

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REMEMBER one time in the 
| spring of the year we sat in the 

grass and talked about how 
pretty things were, and he said, 
“almost as pretty as heaven!” 

But, he said, “when I get to 
heaven, I want lots of gcod things 
to eat,” and I said, “I don’t care 
for the good things to eat, but 
I want lots of flowers, when I 
go to heaven.” 

Many a time I had to rock the 
cradle; I liked it, but I had rather 
been outdoors with my brothers. 
I always had to be one better 
than they.

But Les- 
ter. could swim, and I couldn't! 
Father tried to teach me, but the

HE list of operatic record- 
ings available to the public 
* grows by the week and in- 
eludes by now several operas 
hitherto known only to musicolo- 


music. Operas that are rarely, or 
never heard in live 
deserve special 
not merely as an encouragement 
‘ to the companies which have 
.taken the risk of publishing them. 
‘They frequently have — 
qualities and are highly reward 
ing except in the one particular 
of dramatic action. For that mat- 
ter many operas that are satis- 
factory for the stage and which 
have a high degree of musi- 
merit are rarely performed 
for reasons that are not evident 
in the works themselves. 

No impresario should be re- 
buked, however, for not staging 
“The Trojans at Carthage” 
Hector Berlioz even though its 
music is much finer in quality 
than “Lucia,” for instance, or 
“Cavalleria Rusticana.” Its values 
would be just as well realized in 
a concert version since nothing in 
the musical texture demands 
physical projection. Indeed hear- 
ing it by phonograph will prob- 
‘ably be the ideal way — once 
acoustical “fidelity” has been 
more closely approximated. than 
now—because imagining the fig- 
ures of Dido and Aeneas is bet- 
ter than seeing them portrayed 
by singers in dress suits and eve- 
ning gowns.

“THE TROJANS AT CAR- 
THAGE” as already suggested is 
a setting of the same story as in 
Purcell’s “Dido and Aeneas.” A 

* group of Trojan warriors, through 

a special dispensation of the gods 
escape from, the ruins of Troy 
and under the leadership of 
Aeneas take ship for Italy where 
the gods have other uses for 
them. A storm forces them to put 
in at Carthage. Aeneas and Dido, 
the Carthaginian Queen, fall in 
love, but Aeneas cannot disregard 
his fate. He leaves and Dido slays 
herself. 


Berlioz, in his musical treat- 
ment, has sought,to keep the emo- 
tional level appropriate to the 
spirit of Greek tragedy and in 
general he has succeeded. Even 
in the love scene where Dido anti 
Aeneas seemingly forget for the 
moment that they are fated crea- 
tures, the texture is singularly 
free from melodic or harmonic 
progressions that provoke a sen- 
suous response. Yet even though 
the music is a little cool, it has 
a melodic beauty of irresistible 
appeal and of a character that 
never approaches the common- 
place. It is the great gift of this 
composer that he rises to the de- 
mand for spiritual expression with 
én imagination and a wealth of 
device that is characteristic only 
of genius. It is only in his de- 
scriptions of vivid scenes and rude 
action that Berlioz goes wrong 
as. in “The March to the Scaf- 
fold” from the “Fantastic Sym- 
aay and the “Benevenuto Cel- 

overture. 
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THE STYLE of “The Trojans” 
is prevailingly homophonic. It is 
a beautiful score vocally and in- 
strumentally but it is treated 
more like a symphony than an 
opera. The recording is by West- 
minster. (Three 12-inch LPs). 
Arda Mandikian, who sings the 
soprano role of Dido has a flex- 
ible voice of appealing quality and 
a sensitivity of temperament that 
enables her to color and inflect 
the voice with appropriate tender- 
ness, dignity and strength. . Jean 
Giraudeau, singing the tenor fole 
of Aeneas a little too bland. The 
remainder of the cast is excellent. 
The Orchestra of the Partis Con- 
servatory is authoritatively direct- 
ed by Herman Scherchen and the 
reproduction is excellent.

Dr. Henry D. Ogden, of New Orleans, has 
actually studied the headache in relation to 
your marital status, job gnd education level. 

Writing in the Journal of Allergy, he says: 
You find more headaches among single people, 
executives, students and professional groups. 

“Occupational headache” is also common. — 

A good many headache authorities point out 
that you may get a headache if your work 
requires you to hold your head in one position 
for a long period. — 

Stenographers, factory assembly line work- 
ers: and typists fall into this group. 


@ Tension headaches are seen most often in

@ If a headache awakens you in the middle of 
the night and you feel a little better by sitting 
up, you’re more likely to have migraine than 
an emotional headache. 

@ Sinus headaches are more likely to hit you 
in the early morning, while headaches asso- 
ciated with your eyes are apt to start throb- 
bing later in the day. | | 

@ If you “see things” during a headache, you 
may have migraine. 

@ If you keep seeing things after the head- 
ache has stopped, you should go to a doctor 
immediately. You might have a brain ailment. 


The New Drugs 


to the total number of chronic headache 
cases, you’d find that the percentage of 
brain cases is small. 

But only a doctor can properly diagnose a 
headache. So a standing rule is: See your 
doctor, and get a complete check-up if you 
have recurring headaches. Don’t try to diag- 
nose them yourself. What success are doctors 
having in the fight against headaches? The 
most recent studies are very hopeful. 

According to the Montefiore scientists, the 
attack symptoms of migraine — in about 85 
per cent of the cases—can be decreased with 
drugs. And the drugs are constantly being im- 
proved, 

The “ergot derivatives” are the drugs which 
have produced those results. 

And research reports say that there is now 
more than 80 per cent success in combating 
symptoms of tension headaches—using “hista- 
mine” and other drugs. 


I you compare the number of brain illnesses 


In both migraine and tension headaches, 


doctors can actually prevent attacks in- some, 


cases with these drugs. 

A new drug, “Fiorinal,” has just appeared 
on the market for use by doctors. It is actually 
four drugs rolled into one. Fiorinal is already 
producing good results in some tension head- 
ache cases. 

Because many doctors feel headaches are 
closely related to the workings of certain 
glands in your body, new studies are starting 
in this field. 

The drug, ACTH, is being studied, to learn 
whether it can help solve the headache prob- 
lem, especially migraine. 

The studies are just beginning, but what 
doctors learn from them could open entirely 
new chapters in the headache story. 

Because tension and stress are so vital in 
the headache picture, talking about your 
problems with a doctor is a form of treatment 


i in itself.

>» Your “way of life” is important. 
» If you miss meals, get overtired, never’ let 
up in work or play, you’re setting seit up © 
for headache trouble. 
» The typical migraine patient who is seen in 
headache clinics bears out that warning. 
Frequently, if the patient is a woman, she’s 
active in clubs, charities and other “extra- 
household” activities—to a point where she 
knocks herself out. 
She has tremendous drive—but simply 
doesn’t know when to let up. 
If the patient is a man, he’s often the kind 


who burns the midnight oil in the office, 


keenly feels the pressure of his work, but can’t 
seem to stop. 

Because chronic headache is so common— 
and because so much about it fs still unknown, 
there are a lot of false ideas about it. 


Myths Exploded . 


. | 
HESE are some of the most common myths, 
say the Montefiore authorities: 

1. Constipation causes headache. Actu- 
ally, they may occur at the same time, but 
one doesn’t cause the other. — 

2. A great many headaches are caused by 
sinuses and “deviated septums” in the nose. 

Actually, both frequently take the blame for 
headaches they didn’t cause. 

. g, Allergies cause most headaches. Actu- 

ally, the relative importance of allergy in 


> 


headache is in dispute. 


4. Smoking causes headaches. Again, if you 
sit in a smoke-filled, stuffy room for hours on 
end, you may get a headache. But smoking 
itself won't, as a rule, give you a headache. 

5, Having your gall bladder or appendix re- 
moved will end your headaches. There isn't 
evidence to back that widespread idea. 

6, Change of life “cures” headaches. That 
idea doesn’t hold—in a great many cases. 

Those are only a few myths about head- 
aches. The biggest myth, of course, is that .you 
can “cure” yourself—without a doctor's help. :

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
UCKED AWay in the Pentagon 
is a publicity-shy group of 
officers and civilians. 

Most Americans have 
never heard of them. Even 
in the Department of Defense, their 
work is rarely mentioned; and to a 
nation fascinated mainly by front- 
line exploits, their desk-bound tasks 

may seem dusty and undramatic. 

Even the unit’s name is awkward: 
‘‘Weapons Systems Evaluation 
Group” (WSEG). And because it 
works only for the topmost brass 
—the Secretary of Defense, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and the super-secret 
Research and Development Board— 
few outsiders visit it. . 

PARADE recently became the first 
national publication to peek behind 
the curtain of secrecy surrounding 
the group since its founding in 1949. 

And it found there one of the most 


exciting and “touchy” units of our 


national defense. 

It found a group whose little- 
known work affects the whole pat- 
tern of U.S. planning and arms pro- 
duction—and a “back room” group 
which is pioneering in the applica- 
tion of science, not alone to the 
building of new and brilliant gad- 
gets, but to the bigger problem of 
planning and winning the battles of 
the future—before they occur. 


Which Gadgets Are Best? 


»oss OF WSEG is Lieut. Gen. 
B Geoffrey Keyes, a corps com- 
mander during the last war 
and later U.S. High Commissioner in 
Austria. 
Carefully, he explains what ‘‘wea- 
pons systems evaluation” means: 
‘““‘We’re not responsible for invent- 
ing new gadgets.” he says. “That’s

B-36 vs. Jets 


HAT’S THE theory. How does it 
work in fact?

® This gave the Joint Chiefs a 
chance to ask WSEG this billion- 
dollar question: “What’s the real 
potential of carrier task forces?” 

WSEG assigned military men and 
scientists to the job. 

As it often does, it “sublet” part of 
the scientific task to leading men at 
universities and in private research. 

Result: again a top-secret report, 
free from service influence. And this

Behind General Keyes works a 
top-flight staff of 24 scientists and 
as many more military officers. 

Chief scientist is Dr. E. Bright 
Wilson, Jr., Deputy Director of the 
Group and its Director of Research, 
at 44, a leading U.S. chemist. 

Assistant Director of Research is 
Dr. George Welch, a physicist who 
has helped pioneer the new branch 
of science known as “operations re- 
search.” | 

Military members are battlewise 
fighting men. Senior Air member is 
Maj. Gen. Earl W. Barnes, former 
head of the Air Command and Staff 
School. Top Army member is Brig. 
Gen. Garrison H. Davidson—an 
engineer turned infantryman, and 
leading Navy man is Rear Adm. 
Harry B. Temple, a flyer and former 
carrier skipper. 

Just a few months ago WSEG 
went to work on one of its most 
fascinating problems—the kind of 
job that, rightly solved, may win 
future battles and even-wars long 
before a single shot is fired.
